|S COMMENCEMENT approaclies, the tboughte of 
all Seniors naturally dwell upon tbe events of the 
past four years. It is especially gratifying to indulge 
in such a retrospection and to view again those 
i;rand achic\ <jmc!its destined to make the class of 
Ninety-seven prcciniiient in the annals of old liowdoin. Tluis it is 
with unbounded delight that the writer assumes his duties, realizing 
that to he chosen historian of the only class in college which boasts the 
dignified presence of an Aristocracy Club is indeed a lofty honor. 

Four short years ago the class of Ninety-seven first appeared 
upon the Bowdoin campus, and, with a gullibility and verdancy which 
an entire college cotirse has failed to obliterate, entered precipitately 
into the athletic events of the first week. But strife and persistency 
were unavailing. In baseball and in football the defeat of Nine^- 
aeven was inevitable. It has been ever the custom of this class to 
adhere strictly to fnecedent.

The time is rapitUy ajipioachin.^ when this illustrious class shall 
sever its coiniection with old IJowdoiii. What its future career will be 
it is possible only to conjecture. Its record in college has been at all 
times an exemplary one, and its deeds have been so rife with college 
customs and traditions that future classes will do well to keep before 
them as a guiding star the bright and shining example of the class of 
Ninety-seven.

BOWDOIX h:is licLii siii<^ni!:ir!y fortunate during the past few yenrs 
in receiving the magnificent gifts of the Art and Science Build- 
ings, as well as the generous bequests which have made possible 
so many improvements about the College. The Bowdoin man may 
point with especial pride, however, to one of the greatest additions of 
all — the Whittier Athletic Field, since it was built almost entirely by 
the eitorts and subscriptions ut Bowdoin men. directed by the ceaseless 
interest and energy of an alumnus and member of the teculty, Dr« 
Prank N. Whittier, after whom the field has been most appropriately 
named. 

The need of a suitable running track had lottg been felt at Bowdoin, 
and it also became obvious, especially of later years, that the Delta was 
inadequate for the best results in baseball and football. At last a sum 

sufTicient to cover the expense of constructing a field such as would 
meet all these requirements wns snliscribcd by alumni, undergraduates, 
faculty and iriendsoi the College, and ground was broken for the field in 
the spring of 1896. When the students returned to Brunswick in the 
fall, tliey found it completed and ready for use in the seaaou's football. 

Tlie W'iiittier Athletic Field is situated between the New Meadows 
Road atid Uowker Street, and is best reached from the College by a 
pretty path through the woods. A quarter-mile track 320 feet long on 
the parallel sides, and 16 feet wide, encloses the oval in which the base- 
ball and football games are played. There is also a 220-yard strai^^ht 
awny track which is 20 feet wi<le. The track is built of cinders on a 
heavy clay bottom, and is of the very best materials and construction. 
The old grand stand was moved down from the Delta and placed 
opposite the finish line. A stout wire railing separates the Held from 
the spectators, and the whole is enclosed by a high board fence. Every- 
thing that ingenuity could devtse or energy carry out has been done for 
the comfort and convenience of athletes and spectators alike. 

The possession of a field like this cannot fail to give a great stimu- 
lus to athletic interest and success at Bowdoin. To all those alumni 
who have so promptly assisted in a financial way, the undergraduates 
owe a debt of gratitude, and e.specially to him who aided by giving so 
generously his time, energy and money, Dr. Frank N. Whittier. 
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CHE task of narrating the lives of some uru may be likened to the 
hiiiMnip of a palace. As the rude blocks which timst serve as 
the toinidation ot" the edifice may he swung into ])lacc by ahnost 
any hand, so may the plain facts of a life be easily set down. But it 
may be as delicate an undertaking to attempt the portraiture of a man's 
eharacter as it would be to put the decorative touches on the building, 
requiring something more than the pen of an ordinary scribe to do 
justice to the work. 

This is i>eculiarly the case in the present instance, for as the sub- 
ject of this sketch is still iu his early manhood the facts iu the story of 
his life may be quickly told, but it is not so easy to give the reader an 
adequate idea of the varied characteristics which go to make up one of 
the most charming peraonalities which the Bowdoin man meets in his 
college course. 

George Taylor Files was born at Portland. Maine, on the twcnty- 
Uiird of September, 1866. In 1885, after completing his preparatory 
course at the Portland High School, be entered Bowdoin, iu the class 
of *89. Pnrfessor Files' life in college was full of activity in nearly all 
the varied branches of college interests, for although he led his class in 
schldarship, he found time for many other things than books. He was 
on the editorial board of both the C>r/>;?/ and the Bt r.i.R, and was 
editor-in-chief of the latter, for which, in addition to his e<litorial work, 
he made most uf the illustrations. Many poems from his pen appeared 
in the college publications, and in his Junior year he was elected Ivy 
Poet. He was also prominent in music, being a member of the Banjo 
and Glee clubs, and singing in the Chapel Choir. He took part in 
nearly all the declamation contests of his course, at one time receiving 
a prize. In language and literature he excelled, winntns? the Sewall 
Greek Prize, and holding the brown Memorial Scholarship during hts 
whole course. At his graduation he was awarded the salutatory, and 
elected to Phi Beta Kappa. 
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During all his life as an underj^raduate at Rowdoin, Professor Files 
took a fjreat interest in athletics, being especially prominent in tennis 
and indoor atlilcLics. His interest in this part oi college life has not 
ceased as the yean have passed* for he always has manifested an active 
sympathy with the fortunes of Bowdoin's athletes. 

The whole of the year following his graduation he spent at Johns 
Hopkins Universitv, en^a^ed in the study of Oerniaiiics. In the snm 
mer of 1890 he received tiie appointment a.s tutor in the lan^ua^es at 
Bovvdoin, and at the following Commencement it was decided that the 
department of Modem Languages should be divided, and he was elected 
instructor in German for thtee years, with two years' leave of absence 
to be spent in Europe. 

While abroad, his time, with the exception of three months spent 
in research in the British Museum, was very pleasantly occupied in 
study at the University of T^eipzig. He there took the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy in 1S93, his thesis being entitled "The Anglo-Saxon 
House.*' 

He then traveled in GeTmany^ Austria, Italy, Switzerland and 
Bngland, returning to Bowdoin in the fall. In June, 1894, he was 
made professor of German. To this dej)artment Professor I'iles has 
devoted his whole heart, and his fine scholarly attainments, combined 
with his ability as a teacher, and the universal esteem in whicli the 
Student body holds him, make the course in German one of the most 
progressive and popular departments of the curriculum. We trust it 
may lon>^ be Bowdoin's good fortune to have with her one of her sons 
who holds so high a place in the admiration and esteem of all.
